The worn-out paper currency re- 


turned to the Treasury Department 
for redemption, together with a small 
proportion of spoiled paper and trim- 
mings from the currency printing pro- 


es. amounts to approximately four 


tons daily. At the present time this 
material is macerated at the Bureau of 
Engraving and Printing and is sold in 
the form of pulp containing some 70 
per cent of water and practically all 
the ink. No atempt i.s made to clean 
the pulp, the process being carried on- 
ly far enough to comply with the re- 
quirements for protection against un- 
lawful use of the waste paper, that is. 
that it be entirely delibered so that 
no printed characters can be 
distin- 


guished, and that all distinctive fea- 
tures of the paper itself be removed.

fibers, a clean pulp produced from the 
waste paper should have a ready mar- 
ket for fine writing and printing pa 
pers at a considerably increased price 


:t is estimated that by so improving 
the product the present loss can be 
.urned to a profit, amounting possibly 
to $30,000. 


The material presents unusual re- 


sistance to the ordinary dc-inkins 
treatments, owing to the hardness and 
toughness of the paper, the large 
unount of ink present, and the 
re- 


sistant quality of the ink. It was 
:ound possible, however, to completely 
deink and - otherwise 
quite 
thor- 


oughly clean it with semi-commercial 
machinery consisting of a duster, • a 
rotary digester, and a beater equipped 
with a drum washer. The paper pro 
duced from the pulp compared quite 
favorably with good grades of a fine 
writing and printing papers. As is to 
be expected, considering the wear to 
which the paper money is subjected, 
and the weakening effect of the vari- 
ous de-inking and dcfibcring processes, 
a large proportion of 
the original 


strength of the libers is lost. The re-

'Of the main articles mentioned in 


the above list, cereals constitute an 
important item. The cereals cookeS 
in the home are more easily digested 
than those cooked elsewhere. Cream 
of wheat, wheatena, farina, sermea 
Pcttijohn and oatmeal offer a wide 
enough selection of the ready to serve 
cereals. These cereals should be serv 
ed with milk or thin cream and a lit 
tie sugar. Cream especially, should 
not bo too liberally used upon 
the 


cereals because cow's milk fat fed 
regularly in fairly large amounts i; 
very apt to lead to digestive1 and reta 
bolic disturbance.

in large 


amounts also is apt to lead to trouble 


"Milk — pasteurized or boiled — 


bhould be taken at breakfast time as 
part of the daily intake or one quart 
It is inadvisable to add cocoa or clio 
colate to it. They add -little to th 
nutritive value of tho milk and to dis 


urn tho digestion of many children. 


'In regard to tho fruits acceptable 


o the- child's digestion it is a safe 
precaution to regard all raw 
fruit, 


vith a few exceptions, as unfit ar- 
iclcs of diet. The younger the child 
he more particularly 
is this true. 


Orange juice can safely be given to 
ho youngest infant, but orange pulp 
s best withheld until the age of three 
vears. Grape fruit Is not suitable for 
voung children, ft is very acid and 
.ho pulp is coarse 
and indigestible. 


Many children can digest bananas, es- 
pecially when thoroughly ripe. Scrap- 
ped apple is also well tolerated. All 
other fruits, however, are best cooked 
until the age of C years. 


"Fried eggs should never be given 


to children. Omelettes 
even when 


plain arc much less digestible than 
are eggs which arc boiled, coddled, 
poached or scrambled. Few children 
can take eggs more than once daily 
without getting into trouble. Many 
of them cannot take them more than 
three times a week. Bread should be 
at least forty-eight hours old before 
it is gi.vcn to children. Bread which is 
dried in the oven or thoroughly toast- 
ed through .is-very 
easily digested. 


Toast should not be buttered until it 
is eaten. Buttered toast is indigesti- 
ble because it is soggy and the fat in 
the butter has been heated."
